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| A ſeriogt and yathetical Deſerigtion of Heaven and Hells 
cimfine wichin number this triffyllable word { Eternal] or that word 
of four [ Everlaſting. } 

Now let ſuch 4 forget Goa, but ſcrioufly conſider this ; ir will not be 


an impriſdnment during the Kings pleaſure, bur during rhe King of Kings 
pleaſure : It is not. a captivity of ſeaventy years, like thar of the children 
of Iſraeli Babylon; for that had an end : nor like a captivity of ſeaventy 
millions of generations 3 for thar alſo would in time be expired : bur cyen- 
for ever. The wicked ſhall live as long in He, as there ſhall be a juſt 
God in Heaven. 

Here we meaſure time by dayes,moneths, years ; but for Eternety, there 
is no Arethmetitian can anmber it, no Geometrician can meaſure it : Far 
ſappoſe the whole world were turned into a meuntain of ſand, and that a 
lirle Wren ſhould come every thouſand year, and carry away from that 
leap bur one grain of the ſand, what an infinite number of years would 
be ſpent and expired,before the whole heap could be fetcht away ? bur 
admit a man ſhould ſtay in tarments ſo long, and then have an end of his 
woe, « were ſome comforr to think, that an end will come : bur alas! 
when ſhe hath finiſhed this task a rhouſand times over, . he ſhall be as far 
from an end of his anguiſh, as ever hawas the very firſt hour he entred 
into it. 

Again, Suppoſe thou ſhouldeſt lye bur one nighe grievouſly afflied 
with a raging fit of the ſtone,ſtrangury,toath-ach,pangs of travell,or the like z 
though thou hadſt ro help and eaſe thee,a ſoft bed to lye on, friends abour 
to comfort rhee, Phyſicians to cure thee, all cordial and comfortable things 
to aſwage thy pain ; yer how redious and painfull would that one nigh 
ſeem unto rhee ? how wouldeſt thou toſs, and rumble,and rurn from one 
fide ro another ! counting the clock, eſteeming every minute a moneth, 
and thy preſent miſery unſupportable. What then willic be to he in 
flames of fire ? ( ro which our fire is but ayre in compariſon, fire and. 
brimftone, kept in the higheſt flame by the unquenchable wrath of Gor, 
world without end 3 where thou ſhalt have nothing about thee bur 
darkneſs mad borrour 5 wayling and wringing of bands, deperate yellings 
and gnaſhing of teeth ;, thy old campanions in vanity and fin, to ban and 
eurſe thee z the Devils inſulting over thee, with cruelry and ſcorn; che 
never-dying worm of conſcience, ro feed upon thy ſoul and fleſh, for ever 
and ever. O ever/aſting eternity / a never-dying life, an ever-living death / 

Which yert is bur juſt with God, for-ifrhou mighreſt have lived for ever, 
thou wouldeſt have ſinned for ever. If God would everlaſtingly have 
ſpared thee, thou wpuldeſt have cverlaſtingly hated and provoked him. 
no then can be more <quall, then that thou ſhouldeſt ſuifer everla-

The Scbools affirm, that the /eaff trture in Hell,-xceeds the greateff that 
can be deviſed by all the men on earth; even as the leaſt joy in Heaven, 
ſurpaſteth the greateſt comfort hzre on earth, There is ſcarce any pain here 
on earth, bur there is ever ſome hope of eaſe,mitigation,or intermifſionz of 
ſorme relief or dcliverance : butin Hell, their rorments are eaſeleſs, end- 
leſs and remedileſs ; unſufſerable, and yet inevitable, and thencſclves left 
bopeleſs, helpleſs, pittyleſs. | 

Ir were miſery enough, to go a long jawrney in ſhoves too ſhort, and tos 
Freight ; nor would any money hire one to doit, that had made ſome 
11 yall: but Tet a mans caſe here be what it will; be it head ach, tooth

which made the buſh burn,and yet conſumed it not. The brickilnes of Egypt,the 
farnace of Babell, were but as the blaze of a bruſh bavin to this tormenting 
grepared of old,Ifa.zo. He\buth made it deep and largethe pile there- 
of us fire and much wood ; the breath of the Lord like a ftream of brimſtone, 
dah kindle it, verſ.33. In a word, the pains of Hell are more exquiſite, 
then all the united torments that the earth can'invent. Tyre his Vulture, 
feeding on his liver,was but a flea-biting co that worm which hnaw- 
eth their hearts and dieth not. Tfa.66.24, Ixion bis wheels a place of reſt, 
if compared with thoſe billowes of wrath,and that wheel of Juſtice, that is 
in Hell brought over the ungodly. The tark of Danaus bis daughters, is 
bur a ſport, compared with chis rorture. Yea the pains and ſufferings of 
the damned, "are ten thouſand times more then can beimagined by any 
heart under Heaver), and can rather ( through neceſliry ) be endured, 
then exprefſed:-"Ir is a death never to be painted to the /ife 3 no pen nor 
pencil, nor art, nor beat, can comprehend ir, Matth.18.8,9,10.& 25.30.

to amplifie, ſummes up all in theſe words ; A ſure, molt excellent, ex. 
ceeding and eternall waight of tranſcendent glory, 2 Cor:4-17. & 12.2, 
Rur alas, fuch is mans parvity, that he is 2s far from comprehending it, as 
his arms are from compaſſing ir,1 Cor. 2.9. Heaven ſhall receive us, we can- 
Roe conceive Heaven : do you aſk me what Heaven is,{aich one ? when 
I meet you, there, I will tell you : For could this ear bear it, or this: 
Tongue atter it,. or this beart conceive itz it muſt needs follow, that they 
were tranſlated already thicher, 2 Cor.12.2,4. Yea who can urrer the- 
ſweetneſs of thar peace of conſcience, and ſpirituall rejoycing in God, 
which himſelf hath raſted ? 1f then the beginning and firſt Fruits of it be 
ſoTweet ; what ſhall the fulneſs'of that beatificall viſron of God be? If 
the earneſt peny be ſo precious and promifing here ; what ſhall the prin- 
cipall, and full crop and barveft of happineſs in Heaven be? So that « 
man may es well with a coal paint our the Sun in all his ſplendour : as 
with his pen, or rengue expreſlc, or with his Heart ( were iras deep as 
the See_) conceive the Fulneſs of thoſe joyes, and Sweetneſſe of thoſe 
pleafures, which the Saints ſhall enjoy at God's right band for evermore. 
Plal.16.11. In thy preſence is the fullneſs of joy, and at thy right hand ave 
pleaſures for evermore. For quality, they are pleaſures ; for quizntity, full. 
neſs; for dignity, at Gods right hand; for Eternity, for evermere. And 
millions of years multiplied by millions, make nor up one minute te this

And yet though we cannot comprehend this glory, this far myſt 3 
cellent, exceeding and eternall weight of tranſcendent glory; yer may and 
aught we to admire the never cnongh to be admired hounry and good- 
nels of God aud owr Redeemer, in crying our, 0 the depth, &c' -O the 
ſweeneſs of his love | How unſearchable are bis thoughts,and intendments 
to manward ? ( once miſcrably forlorn,loſt and undone, ) and his wayes

Firſt, |f the Sun which is but a creature,be fo bright and glorious,thar 
no martall eye can look upon the brightneſs of ir, now glorious chen 13 
tie Creator himſelf? or thar light tram whence it receives its light? if 
the Fame of 6he Heavens, and g/0be of the Eartb be ſo glorious z which is 
bur the lower houſe, or rather the joorſtoo! of the Almighty, as the Holy 
Ghoſt phtaſcth ic, If«.55.1. Matth.5.35. Ats 7 49. how glorious and 
wonderfull is the Maher thereof,and the City where he keeps his Court? , 
Or if Sinners, even the worſt of wicked men, and G1ds caemies, have 
here ja this carthly pilgrimage, ſuch variety of e£royments to pleaſe 
their very ſenſes; as who can expreſs the pleaſurable variety of «bjefs 
for the /ight 3 of meats and drinks to fatishe and delight rhe taſte 3 cf 
wices and melodious ſounds, to recreate the hearing 3 of ſents and p r- 

mes, provided to accommodate our very ſmellmgs ; of recreations and 
Sorts, ro bewitch the whole man : And the like of horouy and profir, 
which are [os that carnall men do mightily d:te upon and rake pleacure 
in: ( though'theſe earthly and bodily joyes are bur the body,or ret r 
the dregs of true joy, ) what thmk we muſt be the foul thereof; v/>, 
thoſe delights and pleaſures,that arc reſcrved for the g/orrfed Saint;,and 
Gods deareſt darlings in Heaven? Aga n, 

Secondly, If narurall men finde ſuch pleaſure and (weetne's in ocn's? 
wiſdame, lip learning,and brain-bnowledg; tor even mundan?-knowledue 
hath ſach a ſhew of cxcellency in ir, char it is highly afedted both ty 
the god and bad 3 As, @ the p/eaſure that rationa!ll men rake then! it 
bemgiſo fair « Virgin, that cveiy clear ey2 is in Love with her 5 109 
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Yearl, that none but Swire do deſpiſe it : yea among all the Trees in the 
Garden, none [o takes with rationall men as the Tree of knowledg ; ( as 
Satan well knew, when he ſer upon our firſt Parents |) infomuch that 
Plato thinks, in caſe wrſdeme could bur repreſent it ſelf unto the eyes, it 
would ſet the bearr on fire with the love of it : 'And others affirm, that 
there is no leſs difference berween the Learned and the ſgnorant, then 
there is berween the living and the dead,or berween men and beaſts: And 
yer the pleaſure which narurall and morall men take in ſecular and mun- 
danc knowledg and learning, 1s nothing comparable to the pleaſure that 
an experimentall Chriſtian findes in the divine and ſupernaturall knowledg 
of Gods Word : which makes David and Solomon prefer-it before the honey 
and the boney-comb for ſweetneſs ; and to value it abyve thouſands of gold 
ard ſilver 5 yea,before pear's and all preei ws ftones for worth: How ſweet 


then ſhall our knowledgein Heaven be? for here we ſee but darkly,and at | 


it were in a glajs.or by moon-light 3 byt there we ſhall know,even as we are 
h1.own,ard ee Cod and Chriſt inthe face, 1 Cor.13.12. 

Thirdly,. If meer Naturians have been ſo taken with the love of Ver- 
tue, that they thought if a vertuors ſexl could but be ſeen with corporall 
eyes, it would ravifh all men with love and admiration thereof; yea 'f 
the very worſt of men, drunkards, blaſpheniers, and the like 3 though, 
they moſt ſpitefully ſcoff at, and backbite the people of God ;, yer when 
they krow a man ſincere,upright and boneft, cannot chooſe bur love, com- 
mend and honour him in their hearts 3, as it fared with Herod rouching 
John, and King Agrippe touching Paul. 

Sett.2. Or rather if Gods own people are ſo raviſhed with the gra- 
ces and priviteges which they enjoy upon earth, as the aſſwance of the 
pardon of fan,the peace of a good conſcience,and joy of the Holy Ghoft 3; which 
is but glerification begun : what will they be, when they ſhall enjoy the 
perfetion of glory in Heaven ? As ſee but ſome inſtances of their preſent 
eazoy ments here below : Firſt, if we were never to teceive any reward 
for thoſe ſmall labours of love,and duties we do to the glory of God, and 
profit of others 3 we might think our ſelves ſufficiently recompenced in 
tins li;e, with the calm and quierneſs of a goed conſcience, the honeſty 
of a vertuous and hely life: That we cando and ſuffer ſomething for 
the love of Chriſt, who hath done and ſuffered ſo much to ſave vs : That 
by our works rhe majeſty of Ged is magnified 3; to whom all homage is 
due,and all fervice too little : For Godlineſs in every ſickneſs is a Phyſ1tiang 
in every contention an Advvcate, in every doubt a Schoolman, in all beavineſs 
a Preacher,and a comforter unto whatſoever eſtare it eomes 3 waking the 
whole lie 23it were a perperuall Haile/ygabh. Yea,Ged jo ſheds bis love a- 
broad in our hearts by th: HalyGbojt thar we are in Heaven before we come 
. thither. Inſomuch, that 25 the five flyerh ro his Sphere, the flone haſtens 
to the center, the River to the Fea.as to their eng and reſt 3 and are vio- 
Jently deteiped in all other places 3 ſo are the hearty of God's people, 
wxhout ih Maker and Redeemer, their laſi end 2nd eternall reſt and 
quicrnety 
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quietneſs,never at reft:, like the Needle touched with the loadftane, which 
ever ſtands quivering and trembling untill ic enjoys the full and dire& 
ae of the Northern Pole. But more particularly, 

How does the aſſurance of the pardon of ſin alone, clear and calm all 
ſtorms of che minde 3 making any condicien comfortable, and the worſt 
and greateſt miſery to be no miſery ? 

To be delivered of a childe,is no ſmall joy to the mother : bur ro be delj- 
vered from ſin,is a far greater joy to the ſol. Bur to this we may add rhe 
joy of the Holy Ghoft,and the peace of eonſcience,ortherwiſe called the peace 
of God which paſſcth all underſtanding. Theſe are priviledges,that make 
Paul happier in his chain of Iron, than Agrippa in his chain of Gold : and 
Peter more merry under ſtripes, than Caiaphas upon the Judgment-ſeat, 
And Stephen the like under that ſhower of ftones. Pleaſures are ours,if we 


-be Chriſts : Whence thoſe expreiſions of the Holy Ghoſt, The Lord hath 


done great things for ws, whereof we rejoyce. Be glad in the Lord, and rejoyce 
ye righteos, and ſhout for joy all ye that are upright in heart. Let all that put 
their truſt in thee rejoyce,let them even ſhout for joy. Rejoice evermore; and 
again, I ſay, rejoice ;, rejoice with joy unſpeakable, and full of glory. Our re- 
Joycing #s this, the teſtimony of our conſcience. Tony beart ſhall rejoyce, and 
your joy ſhall no man take from you,$&e. So that it is a ſhame for the faith- 
full, nor to be jwyfull; and they fin,if rhey rejoyce nor, whatever their 
condirion be. The Exnnch no ſooner {lr the pardon of fn,upon his be- 
ing baptized into the faith of Chrift,but he went on bis way rejoycing, AQts 8. 
39. He then found more ſolid joy, then ever he had done in his riches, 


} honours, and great places under Earidaces Queen of the Ethiopians, At the 


ſame time when the Diſciples were Verſecured, they are ſaid to he filled 
with joy,and with the Holy Ghoſt, ARs 13.52. And &s their afflitions ds 
45ound, ſo.their conſolations abound alſo,2 Cor.1.5. Fcr thefe are comforrs, 
that will ſupport and refreſh a child of God in the very midft of the 
flames,as the Martyrs found : for maugre all their perſecutors conld do, 
their peace and joy did exceed their pain 3 as many of them manifeſted 
to all that ſaw them ſuffer. 

Sef.3. Where obſerve before we go any further ; what ſors they are, 
that cry out, It is in vain to ſerve God, and unfrofirable to keep his Com- 
mandments ; as it is in Malachy 3.14. For had theſe fools, bur raſted the 
ſweet comforts that are in the vety works of piery, and that Heaven 
upon earth, the feaſt of a good conſcience, and joy of the inwatd man; they 
could nor ſo ſpeak, Yea then would they ſay, there is no life,to the life: 
ofa Chriſtian. For as the Prieſts of Mercury, when they are their figs and 
honey,cried our, O how ſweet is truth / ſo if rhe worſt of a blievers lite 
in this world be ſo ſweet ; how ſweet (hall his lice be m that Hcaven!y 
Feruſalem,and holy City, where God himſelf dwelleth and where we ſhall 
raign with Chriſt. our Bridegroom,and be the Lambs wife ? which City # of 
pure gold libe unto clear glaſs 5 the walls of J a'þer, having twelve founda- 
tions garniſh: with all manner of precia»s ſtores 3 the firft foundation beirg 
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aÞer,thc ſecond Sapbir,the third a.Chalcedony, the fourth an Emerand.the 
Mor a Sardonyx, the ſixab « Sar dane, the ſeventh.a Chryſolite, the aghtb @ 
Beryl, the ninth a Topaz, the tenth « Ghryſopraſus , the eleventh a Faciub, 
the rwelfth an Amethyſt ; having twelve gates of twelve- pearls z the ftreet 
thereof of pure gold, as it wer tranſparent glals : In the midſt of which, City, 
is @ pure River of the water of life, clear 4s Cryſtal ;, and of either ſide the 
Tree of, life ; which bears twelue manner of fruits, yielding her feat every 
moneth ; the leaves whereof ſerve to heal the Nations: Where is the Thrane of 
God and of the Lamb ; whom we his ſervants ſhall for ever ſerueand ſee bis 
face, and bave his Nayre written in our foreheads. And there ſhall be ne 
night, neither is there need of the Sun, neither of the Moen to fine in it : for 
the glory of God doth lighten it, and the Lamb is the light thereof. Into which 
1 thing that defileth ſhallenter \, but they, alone which axe written in the Lambs 
Book of life > As is expreſt, Rev. 21,8 22,Chap. The Haly Gboft-ſpeaking 
aſter the manner of men, and according to eur lender capacity : for 
otherwiſe no words can in ary meaſure expreſs the tranſcendency of 
thar place of pleaſure, Only here we have a taſte,or carneſt penay,one 
6rop of thoſe divine dainties,of thoſe fpiricuall, ſupernaturgli and divine 
pleaſures, reſerved for the Citizens of that heavenly Feruſalem 3; ſome 
imall ſmack whereof we have even in the barren deſert of this perilous 
peregrination, God letting out as it were, a certain kinde of Manna, 
which in ſome ſorc refreſheth his. thirſty people, in this wilderneſs 3 as 
with moſt ſweet honey,or water diſtilled from out the Rock, As. what 
elic are thoſe Jubilees of the heart 3 thoſe ſecret and inward joyes 
which proceed from a good conſeience, grounded upon a confident 
hope of ſuture ſalvation.? As what elſe do theſe great cluſters of grapes 
ſignifi, bur rhe ſertiliry of the furure Land of Promiſe? 

Se4.4. True it is, nene can bnow the ſpirituall joy and comfort of a 
Cbriſtian,but he that lives the life of « Chriſtian, John 7.17. As none could 
learn the Virgins ſong,but they that ſang it, Rev.14.3. No man can bnow the 
peace of a go2d conſcience, but he thar keeps a good conſcience : no man 
knows the hid manna, and white ſtone, with a new Name written in it 1 but 
they that receiv? the ſame,Rev.2.17. 

The world can ſeea Chriſtians ourſides hur the raptures of his ſoul, 
the raviſhing delights of rhe mward man, and joy of his ſpirir for the 
remitfion of his ſins, and rhe mafufion of grace, with ſuch like ſpiritual! 
priviledges,more glorious than the States of Kirgdams 3 are as a cavered 
meſs to-wen of the world. 

Bur I may appeal ro any mans conſcience, that hath been ſoſtned with 
the union of grace,and rruly raſted the powers of the world tos come , To 
him that hath tbe love of Gd ſhed abroad in buy b-art ty the Holy Ghrft 5 in 
whoſe ſoul the light of grace ſhines 5; wherher his whole life be not a 
perperuall ballelajah, in compariſon of his naturall condition ? Whether 
he finds not his joy to be /the rhe joy of 6arv: ſi? or us men rejoxce when they 
divide a Þoil ? a.c.3. Whether he nnds not more joy in ys” yr 
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A ſeritas and pathetical Deſcription of Heaven and Hell. 21 
worldlings can de,when their wheat,wine and oz! aboundeth ? Pfal. 4.7. & 
$3.17. Yea hecan ſpeak ironr of experichce, that as in profane joy, 
even in laughter the heart is ſorrowefnll : 1 in godly ſorrow,even in weep- 
ing the heart is light and cheerfull. The facemay be pale,yer the hearr 
may be calm and'quiet. Sv St P atl, As ſorrowingand yet alwayes rejoycing, 
4 Cor.6.10. Our checks may run down with rears, and yer our mouthes 
fing forth praifes. And ſo on the contrary, 

Where C0 God) there wantsthy grace ; 

Mirth is only in the face. 2 Cor.s.12. 
well a carcleſs worldling laugh more, as what will ſooner make a 
man laugh chan a witty jeft ; bur to hear of an Inveritance of an hundred 
pounds a year, that is faln to a man, will make hing more ſolidly merry 
within, Light is ſown ts the righteous, and joy for the uþright, Plal. 97.11. 
Ay ſervant, faith God, ſhall Sing and Trejoyce : but they ſhall weep,gec. 
Iſa.$5.14. 

Se#.5. Indeed we are not merry enough, becauſe we are not Chriſtians 
enough : becauſe fin is a cooler of our joy,as water is of fire, Andlike the 
worm of Fonab bis gourd ; bites the very root of our joy, and makes ir 
wither. Yea fin like a damp, puts our all the /ights of our pleaſure, 
and deprives us of the light of Gods comntenance, as it did Devid, Pſal. 
$1.12. & 4.6. So that the fault is either ; Firſt, in rhe roo much ſen+ 
ſualiry ef a Chriſtian, that will not forego the pleaſures of fin, or the 
more muddy joys and pleaſures of this world, which are poyſons to the ſoul, 
and drown our joyes : as Bees are drowned in honey, but live in vineger. 
Men would have ſpirituall joy, but withall they would not part wich 
their carnall joy: Yet this is an infallible Conclefion, There is ns enjoying a 
worldly Paradiſe here, and another hereafter. 

Or ſecondly, The faulris in the 14ſte,not in the meat;in the folly of the 
judgment, not in the earl, when a grain of corn is preferred before ir. 
To taſte ſpiritnall joyes, a man muſt be ſpirituall : for the Spirit reliſh:th 
anly the things of the Spirit ; and like loveth his like. Berween a ſpici- 
| ruall man and ſpirituall joyes, there is as mighty an appetite and cn- 
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joying,as berween fleſh!y meat,and a carnall ftomach.Therefore the want 
of his taſte and apprehenſion condemneth rhe world to be carnall, bur 
magnifies the joys ſpiricuall,as being above her carnall apprehenſion. Or, 

Thirdly, Herein lies the fault ; few feel theſe joys in this life 3 be- 
cauſe they will not crack the fhell, ro get the kernell : they will nor pare 
the fFuit,to eat the pulp ; nor till the ground, to reap the harveſt. They flic 
the wars,and thereby lofe the glory of the viFory. They will not dig th+ 
craggy mountain, to finde the mine of gold. Nor prune the Vine, therefore 
enjoy not che Fit. They flie mortification, and therefore atrain nor the 
ſweer Þirituall conſolation ; which cver atrends the ſame. And ſo much 
for the Reaſons. The Uſe may be manifold. 
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CHAP. XXII. 


——_ Is it ſo that the torments of Hellare ſo exquiſite: even 
worſe then the pangs of death, or child-binth , ſcalding lead, 
drinks of gdll and wormewood, griping of cheſt-worms, fits of the flone, 
gout, ftrangury, flames of fire and brimſtone ? Yea are theſe, and all 
other pains that can be named put together, bur ſhadows, and flea- 
bitings toit ? Andare they co be endured everlaſtingly ? And are all 
Fornicators, Idolaters, Thieves, Covetow, Drunkards, $w=earers, Railers, 
fearfull and unbelieving perſons, Murtberers, Sorcerers, Liars, and all un- 
righteous perſons to have their part and portion in that lake 2 And withall 
loſe their part and portion in the kingdome of Heaven, as the Word of 
God expreſlely rells us? Rev.21. 9,8. & 22.14.15. How is it that 
we arc no more affetted therewith ? * 

Theonly reaſon is, moſt men are ſo farre from believing the Word 
of God in this point; that they do not believe there is a God. The fool 

ſayes David) bath ſaid in his heart there is no God, Plal.53.1, they 

meaning the wicked) think alwayes there is no God, Pſal.10.4,to 14. 
And the reaſon followes, bis wayes alwayes proſper, Ial. 73. 3, 
tO 21, 

Now they that think whatever is written of God, of Heaven and 
Hell to be bur a Fable ; as that impiouws Pope did ; muſt needs think 
them mad men or fools ; who loſe thereby, either of their profits or 
pleaſures, and accordingly reſolve, Let us eat and drink for ts morrow 
we ſhall die, as the Holy Ghoſt hath acquainted us with their inmoſt 
thoughts, 1 Cor.15.32. Whereas if men did believe cither Heaven or 
Hell; they could never ſo carcleſly hazard the loſing of the one, or the 
procuring of the other. As for example, | 

How greatly and grievouſly are men affeHed with the loſs of eftate, or 
of life here ? How little with the loſs of Heaven, the danger of Hell bere- 
after ? How quick and ſenſible are we of the pain of our bedy, which is 
bur our carnal part? and how dullin the danger of our ſoul, our ſpiritu- 
al part? A ſhrewd token that the whole man s diftempered. As Oh the 
madneſs of theſe men / that cannot be hired ro hold their finger for 
one minute, in the weak flame of a farthing candle ; and yer for rrifles 
will plunge themſelves body and ſoul, inte thoſe endleſs and infinitcly 
ſcorching flames of Nell-fire. 

Ka King but threatens a Malefafor to the Dungeon, to the Rack, 
to the Wheel ; his bones tremb'e, a terrible palfie runs through all his 
joints : bur ler God chreaten the unſufferable rortures of turning Tophet * 
weſtand unmoved, undaunted. And what makes the &iffcrence ? 
The one we believe as preſent, the other is as they think uncertain, 
and long before ir comes, if ever it do come. Orherwiſe it could nor 
be; ſince the ſen! of all ſufſerings, are the ſufferings of the ſoul ; ſince -] 
*s 9 4 ry , painte 
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painted fire is to material 3. ſuch is material, to hell-fire- "And yet if fire 
be bur cried in the ftreers, we run and befſtirre eur - ſelves, how wo 
quench ir 3 or ar leaſt how to avoid ir. Oh that men'would believe the 
-God of trath (that cannot tte.) reuching ſpiricual, and crernal chings, 
but a> they do theſe remporary; and tranfirory / Oh that thou who arr 
the ſacred Mat ch »f thu mighty fame, wouldeſt give rhem hearrs to 
beheve at leaſt chus much 3; Thar things themſelves are in the inviſible 
Wald, in the World viſible , bur their ſhadows only / And that whar- 
ſoever wicked men enjoy here; it is but as ina dream; their plenty is 
bur like a dr»p of pleaſure, before 4 River of ſorrow and diſpleaſure: And 
wharſoever the godly feel; but as a drop of miſery, before a River of 
mercy and g! ry. That chough thon, che great and juft -Fudge- of all rhe 
World comeſt Now!y to judgement 3 yet thou wilt come ſurely. As 
the Clock comes flowly, and by minutes to the ftroab ;, yetir ſtrikes at 
laſt. That thoſe are only rus riches, which being once had, can ne- 
ver be loft. That Heaven is a Treaſure worthy our hearts, a purchaſe worth 
our lives : That when all is done, how to be ſaved, is the beſt plat. That 
there is not mention of one, in the whole Bible, thar ever ſinned without 
repentance 3 but he was puniſhed without mercy. For then there would 
not be 4 Fornicator, or profane perſon as Eſau ;, who for a portion of meat ſold 
bis inheritance, He\>.12.15. Then they would nor be of the number of 
thoſe; that ſo doted upon” purchaſes, and Farms, and Oxen; that they 
made light of going to the Lords Supper, Luk.14.18,19,20. Nor of the Ga- 
darens mind, who preferred their Hogs before Chriſt. Then would 
they know ir betrer ro-want all things, then that one needfal! thing : 
whereas now they defire all other things, and negle& that one thing 
which is ſo needfull. They would hold ic far betrer, and in good ſadn-(r, 
to be ſaved with a few, as Veah was in the Ark : then in good fellow/bip 
with the mulcicude, ro be Zrs vned inſinne, and damned for company. Nor 
would they think ic any diſparagement to their wiſdomes g to change 
their mindes, and be of another judgement to whar they are. , 

Se#.2. Men love themſelyes well enough, to avoid a known pain 
they know there are Priſons, and Dungeons, and Racks, and Gibbets fur: 

Malefattors; and the very ſear thereof keeps them innocent : were 
they equally aſſured, or perſwaded of thoſe belliſh torments ; they could 
xt, they durſt not continue in thoſe finnes,for which they are prepared. 

I remember-Cyprian complaines of the worlds incredulity, more in 
thispoinr of Hell ; then any other truch in the Bible : among many 
other reaſons, this is a main one, and [I pray marb it, for it's worth the 
obſerving. The Holy Ghoſt throughout the whole Bible, brands ſinners, 

(even all impenicenc perſons) for th2 greateſt fools in che world. Bur 
in no one particular doth cheir folly more appear, rhen in this very

Nor needs there afy more ( a5 one 
would rhiak_) ro make and keep thee penitent, mngcent, cireumſpe,didſt 
chou bur give thy ſelf leave ty betreve,and ſeriouſly eonfider of it 3 as I dare 
refer rhe caſe ro thy preſent thoughts: {or confident 1 am,thou wouldfſt 
not endure here, to bold thy band in a firy Crufible , the ſpace of a day 
or an hour , for all the worlds wealth and ſplendour.

we read in Eccleſiafticel Hiftory , that Waldwus a rich Merchant of ſt 
Lyans in France, ſecing one drop down in the ſtreets, went home, re- - 
pented, changed his life, ſtudicd the $criptures, and became a worthy n 
Teacher, Father, and Founder of the Ebriftians called Waldenſes. Nor Ie 
can1 think of a better, or more prevalent way, ro make men hare fin, 
and love holineſs, then the concinual meditation of rheſe four things: 
The hour of Death, the day of Judgment, the borrours of Hl, and the 
Joys of Heaven. And certainly, if theſe things move thee not, thou art 

ina worſe condition then Felix, or Belſhazer ; yea, then the Devils 
themſelves ; for they believe them, yea quake and tremble to think of 
them, as being ſtill ina fearfull expeRation of further degrees of actu- 
al rorments, Mat. 8. 29. 

True, it is uſual with ſuch 'to think there is no God : for 
whom it would make,that there were none, and what we would have to be, 
we are apt and prone to believe.Beſides,proſperity does ſo rympanize mens 
ſouls, and intrance them from themſelves, thar they forget rhey had a 
Maker.Who is God, faith Pharasb ? There is no God, ſaics Nebuchadnezar. 
What God can deliver out of my band,ſaich Rabſhakeb? 1 am God,ſaies 4- 
lexander. But Nebuchadnezar found there was a God, Pharavh found 
what that God was; Rabſbakeh found to his coſt,that there was an Al- 
mighty Gd, able ro deliver in the valleyes, as well as on the Hills : 
Alexander found he was nor as he ſuppoſed, and confeſt that he knew 
himſelf mortal by two things, viz. fleep and 'luf: And ſo it ſhall fare 
with theſe fools in the end.” They that would Stultizare in culpa, ſhall 
be forced ſapere in pena, vengeance ſhall make them wiſe, whom in hath 
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At leaſt on their death- beds, they would give all the world to be 
fure there were gtncy Fry all cheir lite, they ſuppoſed ir but a 
fable or fiftion. How oft do thoſe Ruffians that deny God at the Tap- 
bouſe, preach him at the Gallowes, and confeſs that in fincerity of heart, 
which they oppugned in wantonneſs ? And not ſeldome are the molt 
lethargized conſciences fo awakened ere they go to Hell; that Spirg- 
like they depart deſolate, and deÞerate, in and into thoſe belliſh ber- 
YOUTS. | 

Atleaſtin Hell, they ſhall know there is @ rightecss God that will 
reward every man according to his deeds ; and confeſs that whar they 
once vainly imagined, was but imagined ; there may be Atheifts on 
earth, there are none in Hell, 

A Pope of Rome, being on his .death-bed ſaid ; now comes three 
chings totryal, which all my life I have made doubt of : Whether 
there be a God, a Devil, andi whether the ſau! be inmorral. Jt was 
not long ere he was fully reſolved with a vengeance, and fo ſhall you 
Oh ye fools when that hour comes 3 though for the preſent, you far- 
ter your ſelves ſaying z I hope to ſpeed as well as the beſt. 

Nothing more certain then death. Among Laws ſome are antiquated, 
as that of divorce z ſome changed, as that of circumciſion, ſome diÞen- 
ſed wirhall, as that ofthe Sabbath 3 (in caſe of neceſſity, Mat.12.1, 
to 14.) bur this fatutum et, that all ſhall die and come to judgment, is 
neither antiquated, nor changed, nor diſpenſed with. Thy pulſe may 
leave beating, before thou cant ferch thy breath. 

SeF.6, Nor are ary ſo confirmed in Atheiſm 3 bur ſome great dan- 
ger makes rhem fly to'the aid of a divine power, as Plato Seaks Ex- 
tremiry of diſtreſs willfend rhe prophaneſt ro God ;, as rhe drowning 
manſtietcheth out his band to that bow, which he contemned whilcſt he 
ſtood ſafe on the ſhore. Even Sardanapalws, for all his bold denying a 
God ; at every hearing of thunder,was wont ro hide his head in a hole. 
And the like is recorded of Cajus Caligula thar wicked, and inceſtuous 
Emperour ; that notable ſcorner, and contemner of God. And indeed, 
there is not any heart in the world ſo ſecure, that hath not ſome flaſhes 
of fear that ſeize on them, like an arreſt of Treaſon z, even in their great- 
eft jollity. For conſcience cannot but ſometimes leok our of it ſelf, 
and ſee whar it wguld nor. 

The conſciences of wicked men can never be fo charmed, or over- 
ruled, either by arguments, or the temptations of Satan, that they canler 


_ go the ſence of a Godhead. Weare all born 1do/aters, and chooſe ra- 


ther to adore the Sunne, the Mooon,or what nor, rather then nor acknow- 
ledge « Deity. Yea you may ſooner ger a conſcience to believe all the 
Fables in the Popiſh Legend, or Turkiſh Alcaron, then that this univerſal 
ame is without « mind, 
And indeed, if they did not in ſome part believe q ivdgement to 
come, they ſhould be worſe then the very Dexils themſelves, There

So tharthis is the cafe of wicked men : they do in ſome fort believe 
thire is's God, « Hell, &:c. (eſpecially when they admit ronſcixace into 
"their eanſe!) bor they do nor fully believe ir, becaufe they Fiffe con- 
ſcience, and ſtop therr own ears, would flatter their hearts with a contrary 
©piriion ; tharfo = may quietly go oh ta their ſmfal conrfes, with- 
'one deretion or check. Whrnce rhar expreſſion of rhe Pſalmft, The 
"foo! bath ſaid in bis heart there is mo God, Pfal.53.1. In his heart he hath 
ſaid it, but in his heart he never totally believed it : Never fool ever 
ehovught ſo peremptorily ; he wold fain have it fo; he cannot betieve it 
is ſo; it is an opinion which he fupgeſts to his hearr, not which his 
hearr ſuggeſts to him and this makes him fearful todre,and te die fear- 
ly. © Yea come to himat that hour, hatlhe as many Provinces as A- 
had 3 he would givean hundred fix and twenty of them, to be 
ſure of ir.

For it they did really and indeed believe God, 
when he ſaith, that neither fornicatours, nor thieves, nor murtherers, nor 
drunkards, nor ſwearers, nor rajlets, nsr lye's, nor covetous perſons, nor 
unbelievers 3 nor no wnrighteous perſons ſhall inberit the Kingdom of Heaven, 
but ſhall have their part ans portion in that lake which burneth with fire and 
brimſtone; which is the ſecond death, 1 Cor. 6. 9, 10. Revel. 21. 8. they 
Uurſt not continue inthe prattice of theſe finnes, without fear or re- 
morſe;or care of amendment. Yca,if they did in good earneſt believe,thar 
there is cither God or Devil, Heaven or Hell, or that they have immor- 
tal ſouls, which ſhall everlaſting]y live in blifſe or woe; and receive ac- 
cording to what they have done in their bodies, whether it be good or evil, 
a Cor. 5.10, They could not bur live thereaſter , and make ir their 
principal care, how to be ſaved. 

Bur alas, they believe what they ſee, and feel, and know ; they be- 
lieve the Laws of the Land, and know that there are Stocks, and Bride- 
wels, and GWles, and Dungeons, and Racks, and Gibbers for Male-

Now this 7udge hath told us, that we muſt give an account for every 
idle word we fpeak, Mat.12.35. mach more then for our wicked aQi- 
ons 3 therefore beware what thou doſt againſt him. Latimer took 
fpecial care to the placing of his very words,. in his anſwer to the Bi- 
shops when they examined him; ſo ſoon as he heard che pen walking 
tn #he Chimney; bebind the clath.

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do not conſider the power, the purity, and ſtriftneſſe of the Judge # 
He who brings even idle words to judgement, and forgets not a thought 
of diſobedience 3 How will he ſpare our grofle negligence and preſump= 
tion? how our formality and irrevexence in his ſeryice ? much more 
our flagitious wicked ns ON. 

Furrhermore, it # ſufficient that we bave the time pa our I; 
inthe ſervice of ſinne and Satan, and gone _ in {ep fu 
that leads to Hell and deſtruSion.' Yea if our eyes were bur opened to ſee 
in what « condictiog we are content at preſent to continue in 35 we 
ſhould need no entreaty to turn eur courſe another way. Luther faies, 
{hat if a man could perfettly ſee his qwn evils, and the milery that ar= 


"rends them ; the fight thereof would be a periet Hell umo him ; and 


this indeed might prove to be his way to Heaven : for then, and nercill 
then,s man ſces what need he hath of a Savieur : and then he begins 
rightly ro prize the joje# of Heaven; when he ſccs he hath eſcaped the 
flames of Hell.

He 
that backbiteth not with his tongue, nor doth evil to bis neighbour : nor takenb 
up 4 ach againft bs neighbour : He in whoſe eyes a vile perſon is con- 
remned, While he honoureth them that fear the Lard : He that ſweareth ta 
bis own hurt, and changeth not : He that deſpiſeth the gain of opprefſtoms., 
that ſhakerb his hands from bolding of bribes,that floppeth his ears >. bear- 
ing of bleud, and ſhuitteth by eyes ffom ſeeing evi : He that putteth net bis 
money to uſur), nor tabeth a reward againſt the innocent : He that dath theſe 
things ſhall never be moved'; but ſhall dwell ſafely on high in a ſecure place, 
inaccethble ro all enemies, and utrerly impregnable : He fhall abide in 
Gods Tabernacle, or boly hill, Pſal.15- Ifa.33.15. Theſe three paralell 
places can never enough be thought an. And above all, take heed of
